Wadi al-Hitan is a large area in the Western 
Desert. It is a very important natural site 
because there are many whale bones, 
skeletons and fossils there. 



The fossils are 40-50 million years old. 

People first found the bones and fossils in 
1902. At that time, there were not many 
visitors to the area because the desert roads 
were too difficult to drive on. Now, people 
can drive more easily through the desert and 
more visitors started arriving. In 2005, 
UNESCO decided that Wadi al-Hitan should 
be protected.

The Cairo Tower is one of the most famous 
buildings in Cairo. It took five years to build. It 
opened in 1961. It is 187 metres tall and 
stands next to the Nile on Gezira Island.
